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One of the most difficult decisions in any type of genealogy publishing 
is deciding when to stop researching the various family lines and when 
to publish your findings for others to be able to make use of. Having previously done several other books I 
can honestly advise that every possible family line has never been researched by every available avenue. 
This gets proven more readily with each passing year. New genealogy information becomes available with 
each passing day. It is now believed that Man's knowledge and available information doubles every eighteen 
months. 

This book is published knowing that it is incomplete. I acknowledge that I have yet to research many of the 
various family branches in this book. A few years ago I wrote Ancestors and Relatives of Reverdy Lewin 
Orrell, IV, which detailed my son's complete ancestry. Some of his direct line ancestors were traced back 
thirteen generations. This current series of books doesn't go back in time; rather, they come forward. Each 
book begins with one of our son's 'end of the line' direct line ancestor and brings that ancestor's line to the 
present day. Therefore the reader will find our son, Reverdy Lewin Orrell, IV as a descendant in every book 
in this series. Obviously, his direct line from the progenitor in each book is very well documented. Some of 
the other descendancy lines from the progenitor have not been researched at all. 

Why then, might you ask, is this series of books even being produced, if they are not completely researched 
and documented? The answer is quite simple -all of the family trees and branches, all of the genealogy data, 
all of the various source notes - do absolutely no good to anyone else when they are stored in my computer 
databases, census databases, and file cabinets. While it is my intention to eventually work on many of these 
lines again; I can't be sure that each project will ever be completed. Therefore, while I am young enough, in 
good health, and have the necessary funds, I am doing this series of fourteen books. There are several other 
family lines that are absolutely huge; some have been very well documented by other researchers. There are 
a few other lines that I will be publishing at a later date. 

I do not consider myself an expert on any of these lines. Many persons helped me out by researching several 
of these lines before me. In all cases I have added to their research. Please note that the notes are not 
rewritten and polished. The books in this series are intended to aid and assist other genealogists who are 
interested in these various family lines. 

Each book in this series is published on a very limited basis. A copy of each has been placed in the Library 
of Congress in Washington, D.C., Daughters of the American Revolution Library in Washington, D.C., Latter 
Day Saints (LDS) Family Library in Utah, the Maryland State Archives in Annapolis, Maryland, and the 
Maryland Historical Society in Baltimore, Maryland. 

An index of each book appears in the back. Please bear in mind that only descendants, their spouses and 
their spouse's parents are indexed. Persons mentioned in the various notes are not indexed.

Baltimore City, MD. Listed as a 'cooper' in the 1850 MD Census (Balto 
City, 6th Ward, p. 253). Obituary in the Baltimore Sun. Son of George & 
Ellen Henrickle of Vine Street (D.C. Copy). Located in the 30 Nov 1853 
paper. 

3. M ii. Luther G. HENRICKLE, born 29 Jan 1836, inMD, died 1 Nov 1851, inBaltimore 

City, MD. Found in the 1 850 MD Census (Balto City, 6th Ward, p. 253). 
Obituary: Luther G. Henrecle (sic) on the 1st, son of George & Ellen 
Henrecle (sic) of Comet Street near Aisquith (D.C. Copy). Located in the 
3 Nov 1851 paper. Baltimore Morning Sun:Nov3, 1851: On the 1st inst., 
LUTHER G., son of George and Ellen Henrecle, aged 1 5 years, 9 months 
and 3 days. (Washington papers please copy). The relatives and friends 
of the family are invited to attend the funeral from the residence of his 
parents, Comet Street near Aisquith, this (Monday) afternoon, at 2 o'clock. 

4. F iii. Mary E. HENRICKLE, born about 1838, inMD. 

5. M iv. George W. HENRICKLE, born about 1841, inMD, died after Aug 1860. Found 

in 1850 MD Census (Balto City, 6th Ward, p. 253.). Found in the 1860 
MD Census (Baltimore City, 18th Ward, p. 632 (586). Listed as 20 years 
old and an apprentice cooper. 

Clement B.W. HENRICKLE, born about 1843, died 16 Feb 1881. 

Margaret J. HENRICKLE, born about 1848, in MD, died after 1862. Located in 
the 1860 MD Census (Baltimore City, 18th Ward, p. 632 (586). Listed as 
17 years old. 

Abel C. HENRICKLE, born Oct 1848, died 14 Jul 1927. 

Priscilla HENRICKLE, born about 1852, in Baltimore City, MD, died after Nov 
1862. Located in the 1860 MD Census with her family. (Baltimore City, 
18th ward, p. 632 - 586. Listed as 8 years old. Her mother petitioned the 
City of Baltimore for relief while Clement Henrickle was in the Civil War. 
A daughter under the age of 14 years is mentioned which is her. 

Ellen died 26 Mar 1889, in Baltimore City, MD, and was buried 27 Mar 1889, in Western Cem, Baltimore City, MD. 

NOTES for Ellen follow: 

Marriage license date found in index in Hall of Records in Annapolis. Estimate her birth date to be about 1808 although 
it could be later. The listing showed her as 'Ellen Jane W. Gill'. She is later referred to as Ellen J. W. Henrickle 
is the matter of an affidavit to the City of Baltimore and State of Maryland regarding application for allowance 
of herself and one daughter (1862). 

Death certificate A 16189 found on microfilm reel CR 48.080. (Hard copy in file). Cause of death was heart disease. 
Her death certificate from Baltimore City states she was 80 years, 10 months, and 2 days old at the time of her 
death. It also states she was buried in Western Cemetery on 27 March 1889. 

Claims she was born in Govanstown, MD. and had been in Baltimore for 57 years. She died at 617 Hanover St due to 
a heart disease problem of 1 year. Address of 617 Hanover St does not correspond with any Henrickle in the 
BCD. This was probably the address of a married daughter (Mary or Margaret) as her husband, George had 
previously died. 

Obituary: Baltimore Morning Sun, Wednesday May 27, 1889: On Tuesday morning, March 26, E.J. Henrickle, aged 
80 years 10 months and 2 days, daughter of the late Nicholas and Margaret T. Gill, and relict of the late George 
W. Henrickle. (Philadelphia and Washington papers please copy.) Funeral on this (Wednesday) afternoon, at 
three o'clock from her late residence, No 617 Hanover St. Interment private. (Hard copy in file). 

Located in the Baltimore City Directory: 1872 Ellen, 103 Ensor 1873 Ellen, 134 McHenry 1882 Ellen (widow 
George), 214 Columbia 1889 Ellen died while living at 617 Hanover Street. 

Located in the 1860 MD Census with her family. Also living at the same address was an Edward Gill or Hill, occupation 
harnesmaker. Surname actually appears to be Hill. Was thought to possibly be brother, however I have 
surname as GILL. 

Located at the Baltimore City Archives - A statement on City of Baltimore letterhead stating: I, Ellen Henrickle, a 
resident of 450 W. Lombard and mother of Clement Henrickle belonging to Company A of the First Regiment 
Maryland Volunteers, who was enlisted May 1861 and is now in the service of the United States, do solicit, 
under the provisions of Ordinance No 66, approved September 27th, 1862 of the City Council of Baltimore, 
allowance for myself and one daughter under 14 years of age; at the time of his enlistment, and now dependent 
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Descendants of George W. Henrickle, Sr. & Ellen Jane Gill of Baltimore, Maryland 

upon him for support. Signed, E.J. Henrickle. Statement was signed on Nov 1, 1862 and was witnessed by 
Luther Gill and W.H. Gill. It appears that an allowance of $6 was granted. A statement was attached signed 
by Captain George W. Kugle. (Hard copy in file.) I believe the $6 was a monthly figure. 

Also located at the Baltimore City Archives - A statement on State of Maryland letterhead stating the above information. 
This statement was signed on April 28, 1862. Also was the statement: This day, personally appeared before 
me the above named Ellen J.W. Henrickle thereby confirming a double middle name. This statement was also 
witnessed by Luther Gill and W. Gill. It is possible that they could be her brother and sister in law or an uncle. 

NOTE: A Luther Gill is mentioned in the obituary of James Hopkins, 50 years old who died on the 17th of Dec 1858. 
It states that the funeral would be from the residence of Luther Gill of 336 W. Pratt Street - taken from the 
obituary on 18 Dec 1858). 

She was given a weekly allowance of $1.50 by the State of Maryland. 

George died about 1871. 

NOTES for George follow: 

Found in the 1850 MD Census (Balto City, 6th Ward, p. 252-3). Listed as being 46 years old and a 'cooper'. Name was 
spelled Henrickel. Possibly a 'Sr.' Also listed with George was his wife Ellen Henrickel (sic) aged 42, and his 
children: Edward (aged 16), Luther G. (aged 14), Mary E. (aged 12), George W., Jr. (aged 9), Clemant P. 
[should be Clement B.] (aged 7), Margaret J. (aged 6) and Abel C. (aged 1). He is shown as being born in 
Maryland 

Found in the 1860 MD Census (Baltimore City, 18th ward, p. 632 - 586.). Listed as being 55 years old and a cooper. 
His personal worth was $300. 

Regarding the above it is difficult to determine who some of the persons are. The children Ella, Clement and George and 
definitely not children of George W. Henrickle owing to the age difference. The George Cooke? could actually 
be a son named George Cooke Henrickle or he could be a George Cooke married to Maggie. It so the above 
cited children could be theirs. The microfilm is extremely light and difficult to read. It is difficult to figure out. 

George was living at Comet Street near Aisquith in Nov 1851 when his son Luther G. Henrickle died. He was living on 
Vine street in Nov 1853 when his son Edward James died. 

Located in the Baltimore City Directory: 1864 cooper, 450 W. Lombard 1865-6 cooper, 450 W. Lombard 1867-8 
cooper, 39 Scott 1868-9 cooper, 315 W. Pratt 1870 cooper, 315 W. Pratt 1871 cooper, 182 S. Eutaw (last 
listing) 

Believe he died in 1870 or 1871 as wife Ellen is listed in the BCD for 1872. However it is possible that he died between 
Aug 1860 (1860 MD Census) and April, 1862 (date of application for relief from his wife regarding Clement). 
She stated that she was dependant on Clement for support. There was no mention of his father, George at this 
time. The above listings in the BCD could be for George W. Henrickel Jr. 

It should also be noted that there is found in the 1870 Maryland Census a Thomas Henrickle, aged 22 living in the 8th 
Ward of Baltimore City. He is shown as a 'confectioner' on page 92 of that Ward. He is listed as being born 
in Germany and that both father and mother were foreign born. This would not be in line with our Henrickle 
family and is the only other known Henrickle I have come across. His name was spelled Thomas Henricke. 
The item about him being a confectioner is interesting as Clement Henrickle was a confectioner at times. 



6. Clement 2 B. W. HENRICKLE (George 1 ) was born about 1843, in Baltimore City, MD. He married Emma J. COLEMAN 
24 May 1866, in Franklin St Meth, Baltimore City, MD. She was born about 1851, in MD, the daughter of Alexander 
COLEMAN and Margaret Ann HARTLOVE. 

They had 6 children: 

10. F i. Laura V. HENRICKLE, born about 1867, in MD. Located in the 1870 Maryland 

Census. Listed as Lola V. Henrickle. 
+ 11. F ii. Margaret (Maggie) R. HENRICKLE, born 25 Dec 1868, died 11 Feb 1954. 

12. M iii. GeorgeEdward Alexander HENRICKLE, born Feb 1871, in Baltimore City, MD, 

died 31 Oct 1875, in Baltimore City, MD, and was buried 2 Nov 1875, in 
Western Cem, Baltimore City, MD. Death certificate # 6297 found on 
microfilm reel CR 48,047. Info obtained from death certificate: Age at 
death: 4 years, 8 months. Born in Baltimore City. Length in Baltimore: 
live. Place of death 1 12 Parkins St (very difficult to read). Cause of death 
pneumonia and exhaustion. Length of illness: 2 weeks. This child is 
believe to be the son of Clement B. Henrickle. Clement is found in the 
Baltimore City Directory in 1875 living at 584 W. Pratt Street. However 
that would actually be his address in 1874 as the books are printed a year 
ahead of time. He is not listed in 1876-8 but is found in the 1879 BCD 
and living on Parkin St. Clement's brother Abel also lived on Parkin St at 
a later time, however, I believe that this child is Clement's. This is further 
supported by a poem in Clements obituary: From the Baltimore Morning 
Sun, 19 Feb 1881: 'Clement, thou hast gone to the angels divine 
Thy dear little son did leave thee behind; But, oh, in what glory your 
soon open eyes, To meet little Edward high up in the skies.' By 

his friend, D.B.L. 

13. F iv. Mary Elizabeth HENRICKLE, born 10 Oct 1875, in Baltimore City, MD. See 
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notes under father. 
+ 14. F v. Ellen Priscilla HENRICKLE, born 25 Jul 1876, died 10 Mar 1953. 

15. F vi. Emma Endora HENRICKLE, born 22 Feb 1879, in Baltimore City, MD. See notes 

under father. 

Emma also married George LANGARD 19 Oct 1881, in Columbia Ave, Meth Epis Church, Baltimore City, MD. He 

was born in NY. Emma died after 1895. 

NOTES for Emma follow: 

Located in the 1870 Maryland Census with husband. She is listed as Margaret A. Henrickle, aged 29 pointing to birth 
year of 1 85 1 . She is listed as keeping house. 

Found in 1880 MD Census with husband, 'Clemont Henrikle'. Claims that both of her parents were born in MD. 

Marriage license date of 24 May 1 866 found at the Hall of Records in Annapolis. She is shown as being single, 1 7 years 
old, and a resident of Baltimore. Marriage license was issued on 23 May 1866 and filed on 5 July 1866. She 
was married to Clement on 24 May 1866 at the Franklin Street Methodist Episcopal Church by Rev. C.A. Reid. 

It is possible that her father is Alexander Coleman. An Alexander Coleman, aged 61 in 1892 (b. abt 1831) signed a 
General Affidavit regarding Emma, Clement and her two young daughters. He could have easily been her father 
or an uncle. He would have been too old for a brother. A marriage record is recorded at the Hall of Records 
in Annapolis, Maryland for an Alexander Coleman who married a Margareta Ann Hartlove on 5 January, 1 849. 
This could certainly be the above mentioned Alexander and could be the father of Emma J. Coleman who was 
born abt 1851. A Walter Coleman, aged 36 in 1893, also filed a General Affidavit. He would have been born 
about 1857 and could be a brother to Emma Coleman. A Census points to her being born about 1851. A 
General Affidavit points to her being 40 years of age in 1890. 

It should also be noted that in the 1880 Census (above stated) an Alexander Coleman, aged 48 and wife Margaret A. 
aged 47 are living next door to Clement Henrickle and his wife Emma. Of additional interest is that on the other 
side of the Henrickles are David Simmont, aged 23 and Elizabeth his wife aged 24. Living with them are their 
son Clarance Simmont, a 9 month old born in September 1879. It all of the census information is correct it 
would appear that Alexander and Margaret A. Coleman would be about 18-19 years older than Emma, certainly 
within a time span to be her parents. 

From the book: Departed This Life - Death Notices from Baltimore Sun Vol I: William David Coleman, age 2 1/2, son 
of Noah and Catherine Ann Coleman died 6 Jan 1857. This would set his birth about summer of 1854. Could 
possibly be a brother to Emma J. Coleman. However it is possible that Noah Coleman and the above mentioned 
Alexander Coleman were brothers. 

For a list of clues of her parents see the computer file: 

Possibly married a BOWEN after the death of her second husband George Langard. 

Clement died 16 Feb 1881, in Baltimore City, MD, and was buried 19 Feb 1881, in Western Cem, Baltimore City, MD. 

NOTES for Clement follow: 

Located in the 1870 Maryland Census - apparently living next door to his father in law - Alexander Coleman. 

Found in 1880 MD Census (Vol 8, ED 172, Sheet 8, Line 22), living at 38 1 Scott Street in Baltimore City, with wife and 
5 daughters (no sons). Occupation was a Cake Baker. Born MD as was both of his parents (same is true of 
wife). Interesting to note that they were living next door to David Simmont (born ca. 1857) and his wife 
Elizabeth (b. ca. 1856) and 1 son, Clarance - 9 months old. His one daughter Ellen Priscilla Henrickle married 
George Washington Simmont. David Simmont was the father of George W. Simmont. 

Located in the 1860 MD Census (Baltimore City, 18th Ward, p. 632 (586). Living at home with parents. Listed as 18 
years old and an apprentice cooper. 

Note spelling of name: HENRIKLE not HENRICKLE. Check out in BCD. Also note that in the 1868-9 BCD he is 
listed as Clement W. B. Henrickle. His obituary notice lists him as Clement B. W. Henrickle. 

Found in the 1850 MD Census (Bait City 6th Ward, p. 253) with parents and siblings. Listed age: 7 - about 1843. In 
the 1880 Census he was listed as being born in 1841. 

He has not yet been located in the 1860 or 1870 Maryland Census. As he died before the 1890 Civil War Veteran's 
Census the 1880 census was his last entry. 

Marriage license date of 24 May 1866 is found in the Hall of Records, Annapolis. 

Military: Civil War. 

Served in the Civil War as a Private for the Maryland Volunteers (Union) in the 1st Infantry, Company A. He enlisted 
10 May 1861 and was mustered out on 19 May 1864. (Pension and military records have been ordered). The 
1st Infantry, Company A served in many battles. Those battles between Clement's service dates included the 
following which he could have been part of: Cherry Run, MD (25 Dec 1861), Front Royal, VA(23 May 1862), 
Maryland Heights, MD (7 July 1863), Funkstown, MD (12 July 1863), Haymarket, VA (19 Oct 1863), 
Wilderness, VA (May 5-7, 1 864), Laurel Hill, VA (May 8, 1 864), Spottsylvannia, VA (May 9 - 20, 1 864). He 
was Mustered-In after the original muster of the Company. 

MILITARY RECORDS OF CLEMENT HENRICKLE: 

Military records show that he remained a Private the entire time of enlistment. From the Company Muster Rolls it is 
discovered that for the Jan/Feb 1864 pay period Clement was to be charged for 1 cross belt plate. For the 
July/Aug 1861 period he was charged for one pair shoes. For the Sept/Oct 1863 period he was charged with 
one wiper. For the period Sept/Oct 1862 he was to forfeit $10 of his pay by sentence of Regimental 
Commander. For the period of May/June 1 862 it is stated that 'lost at the Battle of Front Royal - 1 G. Coat, 1 
pair pants, 1 D coat, 1 pair drawers, 1 shirt, 1 pair shoes, 1 pair socks, and 1 blanket'. For the period of 
Nov/Dec 1862 it is stated that Clement was 'absent without leave from 20 Dec 1862 until his return 30 Dec 
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1862. To forfeit $5 for arrest and $3 for transportation.' His AWOL is again mentioned in the accounts of 
May/June 1 863 stating $3 to be deducted from his pay by sentence of the Regimental Commander. The same 
statement is made on the March/April 1863 muster roll. The last return from the Company Muster Roll relates 
to his Detachment Muster-Out Roll. It states that he was due from U.S. Bounty the sum of$100. Due U.S. for 
clothing since last settlement 30 April 1864 was $5.33. Amount of clothing drawn May 1864 was $4.55. 
Mustered out by reason of discharge - expiration of term of service. Clement was Mustered Out according to 
the Company Muster Roll on May 23, 1864 and appeared on the Co. Muster-Out Roll dated July 2, 1865 at 
Arlington Heights, VA. He was listed as being 20 years old. 

In possession of Clement's Civil War Pension records. As Clement died before he was able to file for a pension the 
records deal with the pension for his 2 minor daughters. The records consist of 13 pages of information. 

PAGE #1 : From the War Department Record and Pension Office, dated 25 March 1 895. The page states that the claim 
is# 475039 for the minor children of Clement Henrickle of Company A, 1st Regiment of the Maryland Infantry. 
It states that Clement was enrolled May 10, 1861 and mustered out onMay28,1864. From enlistment in 1861 
to mustering out in 1864 he held the rank of Private 'and that during that period the rolls show him present 
except of follows: Dec 31, present but absent without leave from 20 Dec 1862 until 30 Dec 1862. To forfeit 
$5 for arrest and $3 for transportation'. There were no medical records found for him. 

PAGE #2: Declaration for Children under Sixteen Years of Age from the Act of June 27, 1890. State of Maryland, 
City of Baltimore. On this 15th day of September, 1890, personally appeared before me, William McCrowley, 
a Justice of the Peace in and for the County and State aforesaid, EMMA LANGARD, aged 40 years, who, being 
duly sworn according to law, makes for following declaration in order to obtain the pension provided by act 
of Congress approved June 27, 1890: That she is the legal guardian of the legitimate children of Clement 
Henrickle, who enlisted under the name of Clement Henrickle, at Baltimore Maryland on the Eleventh day of 
May, 1864, in Company A, 1st Regiment, Maryland Volunteers Infantry and served at least ninety days in the 
War of the Rebellion, who was Honorably Discharged at Baltimore, Maryland May 23, 1865 and died February 
16, 1881. That he left her a widow surviving him and that she remarried October 19, 1881 and is again a widow. 
That the names and dates of birth of all the surviving children of the soldier under sixteen years of age are as 
follows: Mary Elizabeth Henrickle, born October 10th, 1875 and Emma Endora Henrickle born February 22, 
1879. That the father was married under the name of Clement Henrickle to Emma Coleman there being no legal 
barrier to such marriage. He hereby appoints, with full power of substitution and revocation, the fee to be ten 
dollars, as prescribed by law, E.K. Brichaman of Washington, D.C. the true and lawful attorney to prosecute 
the claim. That her post office address is No. 1 143 Washington Ave, Baltimore, Maryland. NOTE: Emma 
Langard made her mark as she could not write. 

PAGE #3: Original Pension of Minor Children for Mary E. Henrickle and Emma U. Henrickle. Guardian is shown as 
Emma Langard and residence of guardian is Armiger, Anne Arundel Co., Md. (An address of Columbia Ave 
and Stockholm St. in Baltimore City, MD were scratched out). Both minor children were to begin receiving a 
pension on 19 September, 1890. The rate was $8 per month, commencing of September 19, 1890, and $2 per 
month additional for each child for a total of $10. The recognized attorney appeared to be E.K. Buchanan of 
Baltimore Maryland. In the body of this page it states MARY E. born 10 Oct 1875, Sixteen - 9 Oct, 1891 and 
EMMA born 22 February 1878, Sixteen - 21 February, 1894. 

PAGE #4: Board of Health, City of Baltimore, Office of Registrar of Vital Statistics, A transcript from the record of 
deaths in the City of Baltimore, (Document dated 18 April, 1892): Name of Deceased: Clement Henrickle. 
Date of Death: 16Feb, 1881. Age of deceased: 38 years. Condition: Married. Birthplace: Baltimore. How long 
resident in City of Baltimore: Life. Place of Death: On B & O Railroad. Cause of death: Primary - Accidentally, 
Immediate - Run Over. Duration of last sickness: Sudden. Place of Burial: Western Cemetery. Medical 
Attendant: Dr. S.A. Bell. 

PAGE #5: Record Proof of Marriages, Births and Deaths. State of Maryland, City of Baltimore. On this 14th day of 
April, 1892, before me a Justice of the Peace in and for the City of Baltimore, personally appeared Benj. F. 
Clarkson, who, being duly sworn, deposes and says that he resides in Baltimore City of the State of Maryland 
that he is Pastor of Franklin Street Methodist Episcopal Church located in Baltimore Maryland in the last named 
City and custodian of the records thereof; that the following is a true copy of an extract from the record of 
marriages such, viz: Clement B. Henrickle of Baltimore, Maryland to Emma Coleman of Baltimore, Maryland 
on May 24, 1866 by Rev. C.A. Reid. Deponent further says he has no interest in the prosecution of any claim 
in behalf of Emma Henrickle for Pensions. Signed: Benj. F. Clarkson. 

PAGE #6: Record Proof of Marriages, Births and Deaths. State of Maryland, City of Baltimore. On this 4th day of 
May, 1892, before me Anthony Bonn (?) a Justice of the Peace in and for said City, personally appeared Page 
Milburn, who, being duly sworn, deposes and says that he resides in Baltimore City and State of Maryland that 
he is the Pastor of the Columbia Avenue Methodist Episcopal Church located in Baltimore City and custodian 
of the records thereof; that the following is a true copy of an extract from the records of marriages: Date 
October 19, 1881, George Langard, residence New York married Emma J. Henrickle, residence Baltimore City, 
Maryland.

Signed, 
George W. Kugler, Captain. {NOTE: Captain George Kugler entered the service as First Lieutenant of 
Company A, May 10, 1861 and was promoted to Captain on November 1, 1861. He was engaged in several 
battles and was wounded and taken prisoner on 23 May 1 862 at the battle of Front Royal, Virginia (close to that 
area which is now know as Lurray Caverns).

Signed: Luther Gill and M. H. Gill. {It is believed that 
Luther Gill was either a brother or uncle to Ellen Jane Gill Henrickle}.

It reads: State of Maryland: I, Ellen Henrickle, a resident 
of Baltimore, 450 W. Lombard and mother of Clement Henrickle belonging to Company A of the 1st Maryland 
Regiment, Maryland Volunteers, who was enlisted May 1861 and is now in the service of the United States, 
do solicit, under the provisions of Act No 276 of the Legislature of Maryland, passed March 1 862, allowance 
for myself and one daughters under twelve years of age, at the time of his enlistment and now are dependent 
upon him for support. Signed: Ellen J. W. Henrickle. Dated: 28 April 1862. 

It continues: This day, personally appeared before me the above named Ellen J. W. Henrickle, and made oath for herself, 
and one child that on the day of May 1861, the day of enlistment of the above mentioned Clement Henrickle 
dependent upon his services and still is so for support. Signed by a Justice of the Peace. It concludes: We 
hereby make affidavit that we are acquainted with the applicant above named and that the facts alleged and 
sworn to by her are true.

From the Baltimore Morning Sun, 17 Feb, 1881 (Frontpage): "KILLED BY A LOCOMOTIVE: Clement Henrickle, 
aged 38 years, a fireman employed by the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad Company, was struck by locomotive 
No. 410 and instantly killed yesterday afternoon at the foot of Scott Street. It is stated that Henrickle was seen 
standing between two tracks awaiting, as was his custom, a freight train, on which he expected to ride to Locust 
Point. The 4:40 PM express train, drawn by locomotive No. 410, in some unexplained way struck the 
unfortunate man. The express train was stopped immediately after the accident and it was found that Mr. 
Henrickle's neck was broken and that he had received also a lacerated wound in the left abdomen. The body 
was removed to his late residence. Dr. S.A. Bell, coroner, was notified, and he empaneled a jury, as follows: 
Charles A. Cook, foreman, Conrad Nazarenus, James Carney, George Wesley, William Amey, Charles 
Leahmann, Andrew Weissmann, Michael Nartney, John Brooks, W. T. Lewis, Michael O'Brien, and Richard 
A. Lippey. After viewing the body the jury adjourned to meet this evening to take evidence." 

From The Evening Herald of Thursday, February 17, 1881: AN ENGINEER KILLED: Clement Henrickle, aged 38, 
a locomotive engineer in the employ of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad and for some time past engaged at 
Locust Point, was killed shortly before 5 o'clock yesterday afternoon, while on his way to Locust Point to report 
to duty. He was walking along the track when the express train from Locust Point, drawn by engine No. 410 
came in sight and whistled for him to look out. The unfortunate man, thinking that he was on the same tract as 
the train, stepped on the next track, and was struck by the pilot of the locomotive and instantly killed. His 
remains were taken to his residence, 387 Scott Street, where they await interment. He has been employed for 
some time past by the company, and is spoken of in the highest terms of praise. He leave a wife and three 
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children, all of whom were dependent on him for means of subsistence. An inquest will be held this evening 
at 8 o'clock at the Southern Police Station. 

From The Gazette, 17 February 1881: KILLED ON THE RAIL: Clement Henrickle, aged 38 years, a fireman on the 
Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, was struck and instantly killed by the 4:40 express from Locust Point at 4:50 
yesterday afternoon, while standing at the foot of Scott Street. The deceased was on his way to Locust Point, 
where he was going to commence work for the night. At the foot of Scott Street he saw the express from Locust 
Point approaching and made an effort to get out of its way. He was unsuccessful and the engine, No. 410, 
struck him full, knocking him some distance and occasioning instant death. He was removed to his home, 389 
Scott Street, and Coroner Bell notified. He leaves a wife and several children. The unfortunate man had been 
in the employ of the railroad company for some years. Coroner Bell will hold an inquest at the Southern Police 
Station at 8 PM today. 

From the Baltimore Morning Sun, 18 Feb, 1881 (Front page): "An inquest as to the death of Clement Henrickle, who 
was killed Wednesday afternoon on the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, was held last night by Coroner Dr. S.A. 
Bell and a jury at the southern police station. The witnesses were George W. Bierly, engineer; Lewis H. Hess, 
fireman; Charles W. Lusby, a newsboy; John W. Miller and August Hukenburg. The evidence went to show 
that Clement Henrickle, while standing near the north track of the road waiting for a coal train to pass on which 
he was to ride to Locust Point, was struck by locomotive No. 410, drawing an express train, and instantly killed. 
The jury, after deliberating two hours, rendered a verdict that 'deceased was killed by being struck by an engine 
on the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad track near Scott Street while placing himself in a perilous or dangerous 
position, and that we find his death was caused by negligence on his part." 

From the Baltimore Morning Sun, 19 Feb, 1881 (Obituary Notices): "HENRICKLE - Suddenly, on the 16th instant, 
CLEMENT B. W. HENRICKLE, in the 39th year of his age, eldest son of Ellen J. and the late George W.
